prices, like public utility prices, which 
remained 


practically stationary <lnring the war, must com« 
«ip to the new high level before the readjustment 
is complete." — Electric Ueview, April 80, jnsi.

Father Dandurand was born at 
-aPrairie, Quebec, in 1819. 
The 


ecorti of his birth is still in 
tae 


>ansh archieves. He was educat- 
d at Chambly and ordained to the 
iriesthood when twenty-two years 
old. 
He was appointed to Ottawa 


n 1844 when the present capital 
>f Canada was known as Bynton 
and labored there thirty years. He 
was the first Canadian priest to join 
he Order of Oblates in 1842 and 
t his death was dean of f"he 3,000 
members of the order throughout 
he world. 
^_ie came to St. Boniface in 1875. 
Vinnipeg, across the Red River, 
was a group of cabins under the 


•alls of Fort Garry. The "bells of 
t. Boniface," celebrated by Whit- 
ier, called to worship in the little 
mission church only Indians 
and 


Cappers. The Hudson's Bay Corn- 
any had just 
surrendered 
its 


)roprietary and governing powers 
over the whole of Western Canada 
to the new iJominion government. 


The young priest saw the buffalo 


vanish and the settlers come. He 
saw wigwam villages give place to 
towns and cities and the prairie 
wilderness change into prosperous 
farms. 
Time was when 
Father 


Dandurand was known to practi- 
cally every man, woman and child 
in Manitoba. His life at St. Boni- 
face epitomized the marvolous ag- 
ricultural and industrial develop- 
ment of Western Canada. 


On his one hundredth birthday, 


two years ago, he celebrated high 
mass in St. Boniface Cathedral. He 
vas present a little later at the 
reception to the Prince of Wales) in 
\\ innipeg and the priest of the pi- 
oneer past stretched out his hand 
in blessing to the King of the fu- 
ture. 


Father Dandurand was conscious 


almost to the minute of his death. 
His last words were of thanks for 
the prayers of his brother oblates 
and of joy that it had been grant- 
ed him to sink to his last resa on 
the day of the Feast of St. Joseph.

Taps have sounded for hundreds and thousands of 


them. A few hundred thousands remain, but while these 
United States remain one and indivisible, the memory 
of those heroes will survive and each year honor will be 
paid though none remain to share in the solemn rite. 


While other wars have brought their heroes and 


their veterans, the Grand Army of the Republic is aii 
organization so distinct from others of its kind thai 
it will always hold its peculiar place in history. 


When that memorable message of the assault of 


Fort Sumter was spread through the land, the response 
of the youth of the nation to its sorely tried and later 
martyred President offers an epoch in world history 
that has never been paralleled. 


Napoleon had his Guard of Honor, which meant to 


France its Grand army. At Waterloo that wonderful 
body of men gave evidence of their devotion to their 
general and love of country when they hurled themselves 
across that sodden field of glory only to be mired in the 
pits, dug and so cunningly concealed, by the foe. 
quest of the Alps behind them. 


They were product of 20 years of war, with Auster- 


litz, Marengo, Wagram, Liepsic, the Pyramids and con- 


But in 1861 it was the mechanic, the clerk, the farm 


'boy and others, fresh from peaceful occupation, who 
took up arms in defense of the Union national honor 
and that all men regardless of color should be free and 
independent. 


It is with no sense of rekindling the fires of hatred 


which at that time flamed between north and south that 
reference is made of those affairs of over a half a cen- 
itnry ago.

to misery, devastation and living horror in the midst 
of both sections during the period of that f ratracidal con- 
flict, and it was many years before the wounds were 
healed. 


Now comrades of both the lost and the vietorion 


cause can turn aside from those miseries of vesterda\ 
in contemplation of the glories of today and the gveau.- 
promise of tomorrow. 


And so it comes to pass that a united nation, aliv 


to its obligations to the martyrs who have gone bef < > ! • 
.and those who still survive, bows its: head in solen 
reverence to those men who made possible the posit :V> 
which the United States holds today in the concert 
powers of the world. 


While bowing the knee to those heroes of the civil 


war, the glorious achievements of those two later wars 
should not be forgotten. 


Young Biinphy. a marine was the first to moot his 


death on foreign soil, in the Spanish- American war. 
Another hero gave his blood on the soil of G(*nnany in 
the recent conflict. And in this conflict, there wore so 
many instances of self-sacrificing heroism that it is dif- 
ficult to picture one as more outstanding than the other.

Connecticut regiment perhaps offers one that speaks 
volumes for the others, when perceiving a. shell lighting

The speaker in England is some- 


thing like a king. That Is he has 
lots o* privileges but few real pow- 
ers. 
For instance, he is one of the 


few dignitaries entitled to ride thru 
the Horse Guards gate. 


The procedure attending the in- 


stallation of the new speaker is 
picturesque. 
The commons having 


balloted, the speaker-elect puts oa 
a wig—a short 
one. a la robe;.. 


Somehow in the meantime, the king 
has got wind of the 
election. He 


appoints a committee of lords-com- 
missioners to look into the matter. 
The lords-commissioners 
send 
a 


special appointee known as Black 
Rod to ask the commons what they 
have been about and to stop—until 
Royal approval has been given. 


But 
the 
commons, also, have 


found out that the king is aware 
of what they have been up to, and 
that he is sending Black Rod and 
the others 
to put them 
in their 


places. They determine that Black 
Kod shall not walk contemptuously 
into their 
meeting, 
but shall be 


made to knock 
at the door, like 


anybody else. 
at the portal. 


"Black Rod was espied aprpoach- 


>ng the house." says the official re- 
port of the proceedings, "and the 
sergeant at arms in accordance with 
ustorn barred his further progress 
iy shutting and locking! the door. 
Three knocks were sounded,

oor "was opened in response,

Slack Rod 
advanced to the bar, 


vhere he made his obeisance to the 
House. 
Walking to the table,

again bowed, waited for the com-

geant at arms carried the mace on 
lis left arm and not, as usual, over 
his shoulder.

At the lords' chamber the cere- 


mony was even more piquant. 


"The speaker-elect bowed to the
